


PERFINS OF THE HONGKONG AND SHANGHAI BANK —— by Jan Prins 


The Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation is one of the largest banks in the Far 
East. It is incorporated in Hongkong with limited liability. Its branches in various 
parts of the orient have used Perfins, as indicated by the illustrations below. Also 


known are four Perfin patterns used by the bank's offices in Great Britain and one used 
in New York.
